SEVENTY PETITIOSS T0 COURT

For the Appointment of Viewers to Assess
Damages and Expenses of Bewers.
PEOPLE PAID UP ARE GIVEN CREDIT

City Attorney Moreland, after weeks of
hard work, has the street im ment.
question in good shiape for the mapid fulfill-
ment of the new legisiative ennetmonts, To-
day he will go into court with petitions for
viewers on the 3 streets where assessmonts
have not heen collectod. With the 45 pe-
titions of the snme nature filed last Saturday,
this will make abount 100 improvements upon
which fmmedinte action is to be taken. The
conrts nro expected to set aparta couple of
days In the second week of next month to
the considerntion of the petitionhs and the
appointment of the viewers,

Attorney Morvlanid expects test cases will
e deeided promptly when presented in the
loeal eourts and that the appeals will he
wade and shaped up in time for presenta-
tiom to the Supreme Court by the first of
next November, thos securing o declsion
from the higher body before the end of the
present fiseal year, This, Mr. Moreland
thinks, will be making as much speed ns cun
possibly Lo expocted, and (F it should hap-
pen that the new Inws ure not sustained the
city’s offlces will be prepared to make
proper provision for the paymentof the
elnims.  In spenking of the situntion yester-
dny, he suid:

“There will be presented to court 70 peti-
tions for viewers to costs, di
and expensces of constructing sewers alone,
Now, fill these sewers are in the East End
but three. These cases are all in Common
Pleas No. L 1t wus believed best to have
one eonrt take churge of this charucter of
improveicent, because the sewers form o
complete systeut .and are mutonlly insor-
woven or immedintely connected with euch
other.

TRON WORKERS WINC

The Sudden Rise in Temperature
Knocks Many of Them Ont.

MASTER BUILDERS TAKE A STAND.

They Will Indenture Apprentices and Em--
play Men Indiscriminately,

THE IRON SCALE SENT T0 THE PRINTERS

While the busincss man in his office, the
store, and the great number of thoso one finds
on the thoroughfures, all think they are
ahout ns much incommaoded by the high tem-
pertiure as anyone conld e, There Is a gu-
merons class of hard working moen to whom
o high range in the tempemture means much
more than personal inconvenienee, These
are the iron workors and glass mukers, The
ocoupation of the iron worker, even in cold
wonther, necessitates an exposure to an in- |
tonse heat, but when this s supplemented by
u high temperature the ifon worker is obliged
to submit to n ronsting such as fow people
are aware of. Though inured to the heat
veory many of them sucenmb to the nddi-
tionnl imposition placed upon them by the
sun god, and thus lose much of their earnings.

In Shognberger’s mill, for =example, two-
thirds of the furnaces were idle throngh the
innhility of the men to stand the heat. They
gnave in on the night turn on Monday, and
vesterday’s day turn kept aloof from the
mill. Thkiz'plant i= roomy and open and eal-
culnted to beneflt by any breezes that might
rise, but the thermometer yesterday marked
1002 in the puddiing department. A laborer
named Frank Cornidge, who lives on Ohio
stréet, Allegheny, wias knocked out during
the forenoon and was sent home,

Where the Mercury Floats High.

When Tur DispaTc reporter visited the
Wayne mill of Hrown & Co, the puddling
furnnces were nearly all running. Some of
then: had, however, knocked off. The re-
porter placed a thermometer within seven
feet of 4 furnnce in the center of the depart-
ment, and the Auid ¢rept up from W° to 115
in ton minutes, Some of the puddlers, when
nsked what they supposet was the tempern-
ture they were working in, gnve estimates
varying from 150° to 200°, In this asin other
mills the men worked with s little elothing
ns possible, some of them  stripping to the
waist, One man who bad heen tnking a spell
at the farnace cnme into the open with the

reperation running from hilm in strenms,
"he firm supplies the workers with plenty of
ice cold wuter. Fifteen hundred pounds of
foe ure nsed daily to cool the pipes through
which the water passes, Some of the men
Lring ontmenl to place in their water and
othaer use cold ten,

At the Sable mill only two heuts were got
out on Thursduy pight, In this mill, asin
others, the prevalen® bevernge is ice cold
witer and beer is not indulged in, ns 0 gen-
eril rule, by the men while working., The
experienco of the maungors spoken with
shows Lhat the men who nsed much beer
were the first to give in to the heat.

Twenly Iron Workers Prostrated.

Among Southside mill workers the greatest
sufferers were the puddiers, Thet conld
only run on an avernge of three heats, and
many were unable to run any. In theSligo
Rolling Mills about half the force went
Bome and then they were only working on
hnlf time. The hent was especially sevore
om the workmen in the Clinton Iron Works.
The firm resumed work vestevday aftera
long shutdown, Twenty cases of prostra-
tion occarved, and the effect of the extreme
heat was evident in the redoeed number of
heats and the wenkened energics of the men.

The moulders aml glasshiowers experi-
enced no inconyenience from the high tenp-
emture. The work not being of sneh kind
ns to be nffected by the outside weather, nt
least such was the opinion of many of those
(questioned concerning the muttor,

The grent question with those most afflicted
was that of drink. The effects of over drink-
Ing eaused many serions mishaps, and
sovernl men  were sclzed with orumps
thirongh the water they hind to drink. Iee
water was, of course, excluded, and the only
resort left wns spring witer or beer.

There were muny comiplaints entered by
the men of the Sligo works un the quality of
witer afforded them, it being muoddy and
wurm. Beer was consumod in buckets 1ull
by the thirsty workers, One man claimed to
have made nwny with 25 schoouers himself.

TAKING A FRESH STAND.

The Bullders' Exchange Issues an Unmis-
takable Statement of Its Position—Ap-
prentices Will be Indentured, and Any
Man Given Employment—They Will
Concede Nothing.

The Bullders’ Exchange jssued an official
stntement lnst night through its Press Com-
wmittee, which fmdicates the poliey whieh the
masters have adopted in nnmistakable lan-
gunge. Itis war to the end; the mnsters Iny
down n platform, from which they will not
depart, and on the other hand the men
nre mnlly dedermined. The struggle is
thus given i new and decided impeotus,

The offfcinl stateinent commences by ns-
sorting that Mr. Swartz's decinmtion of fncts
nre 20 evidently designed to decelve the
workmoen and misinform the public as to
mnke n stutement from the Exchiange noces-
sury. Megnrding the conference guestion, it
is unnounced that it was considered that if
the men had anything to soggest which
might lead to a sottlement that they wounld
ask for m conference. No direet uests
have been made, The Exchange had alrendy
deelured its policy. e statement con-
tinnes:

The masters of the various trades reserve
to themselves the right to employ men,
whether union or not,

They do not ohject to unlon men, nor will
they oppose tho unions ns sach, They will
not dismiss o man becanse he s not 2 mem-
ber of & union, however. I he ean be per-
suaded to join n union, that is his own af-
falr. The masters nlso dissent from the die-
tation of the unions that foromen must be-
lomg to the unjons, for the reason that fore-
moen cannot serve thelr employers fmithfully
and at the snme time ayoid arrassment an
wild persecution at the hands of untonists
who expoct that, Decanse he is a menber of
the union, he should favor them in time,
character of work, cte,, ut the expense of his
emplover. Instances nre numerous wheee
foremen have been subjectod to flnes and
otherforms of punishment by unions for
refusal to obey behets of workmen. The
mitisters have coneluded to indenture all ap-
prenfiees in mmruﬁnll?' with the Inws of the
Commonweaith; to holid them under such
indenture until they will hnve served their
time, nud to pay them inereased wageseve
few wonths until they will mve served their
ll time, at the expimtion of which they
will receive w certificnte testifying to the
fact that they have served o full apprentice-
ship to the trade.
